senate foreign relation committee has 
agreed to report the Cameron Cuban 
resolution, which acknowledges the 
independence of Cuba by the United 


States. 


The Cameron resolution was adopted 


practically unanimously, after chang- 
ing the second paragraph to make. it 
read, "The United. States will use its 
friendly offices," instead of "should 
J J J T " O n motion of Cameron, it was 
voted to report the resolution to the 
senate Monday next. 


Secretary Olney is said to- have 


raised the point that there is no real 
government of the republic of Cuba to 
be recognized. It is quite certain that 
Secretary Olney advised against its 
adoption, as be regarded it certain to 
bring war with Spain. 


One member of the committee ad- 


mitted this, but said that no other 
nation would join Spain and the war 
would soon end. It is said also that 
President Cleveland will veto the joint 
resolution if adopted by the senate and 
bonse. 


Another member of the committee 


said that ho believed that the resolution 
would be passed over the President's 


i veto. The main ground of opposition to 
| to the resolution is that ancient grounds 


have not been shown for intervention 
by the United States, and that there is 
bnt a paper government to recognize.
